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REPORTED FUSION OF 
HAMBURG-AMERIKA &N. D. L.8.CO. 

A report is carrent in Berlin financial circles 
which ought to be well informed that farther 
negotiations between the Hamburg-Amerika and 
North German Lloyd Steamship Companies 
have brought a fusion of the two undertakings 
considerably nearer realieation. Although the 
lispute was settled a fortnight sgo, farther 
conferences between Herr Ballin and Herr 
Wiegand took place towards the end of 
last week, and it is said that the question of 
amalgamation was discussed in detail. 

It is farther stated that these two gentlemen 
drew up the ovtlines of a definite scheme for 
preséntation to the general meeting of their 
reapective companies. It is impossible to obtain 
definite particulars of what has passed, owing 
to the fact that both companies persistently re- 
fase all information. It is certain, however, 
that one or two of the leading financial houses 
in Berlin have made extensive purchases of 
the shares of both the Hambarg and the 
Bremen companies in anticipation of amal- 
gamation, which would probably result in 
considerable financial gain to the shareholders 
of both. 

It is also stated the contracts which the 
North German Lloyd recently concluded with 
the Russian Government for the transport of 
troops from Vladivostok to Odessa contained a 
clause providing for the possibility of fusion.

INTERESTING EXTRACTS. 


A few days sgo we reviewed M. A. de 
Guerville’s recently published work “New 
Egypt.” This lively book lends itself to some 
extracts, which will give our readers some 
idea of the excellence of ita contents, 

Here is a description of some aspecta of 
Cairo in the sesson, which in some persona’ 
opinion may justify the appellation of “Grave 
of the Sul” which has been be-towed on 
the gay capital of Egypt :—

. seems, I was not there at the proper time. I 
ft too soon.

“lam leaving Cairo,” a friend of mine 
wrote me in April; ‘a lady whom one could 
not describe as a prude, ‘I am leaving Cairo, 
for can not stand any longer the sight 
of these couples, who, now that the hot 
weather has come, seem to have lost all 
notion of les convenanoss.”

And besides, as every one knows, 
money has no smell, and Jess even in Bgypt 
than-alsewhere, 


The: Alexandrian, 
Here j is his description of the typical Alex- 
andrian:— 

For several years the mania for specula- 
tion seems to have attacked the whole 
popnlation, and the steck exchsnge at Alex- 
andria is, as it were, the heart of the body 
politic, fall of life, of cased and fears,

where every one, large and emall, rich or 
poor, strong or weak, meets on common 
_Rround. Cotton, its rise or fall, that is 
the predominant thought in the minds of 
all those men amongst whom are so many 
familiar faces, 

Indeed, after nine months’ scraping and 
hoarding, these good Alexandrians troop 
across to Paris and the best known wa- 
tering: ‘places on the contirent, to disgorge 
in the remaining three months their accumal- 
ated gains. 

All r bas the look of men well pleased 
with the world, and all explain themeelves 
thua, “My dear follow, business is A.I. Egypt 
has entered on an era of prosperity hardly 
credible. We are making money hand over 
fist, every one is in the swim. Yon will 
see for yourself, from one end of Bgypt to 
the other you will hear the same story. 
The Government bas been able to redace 
taxation and inorease the salaries of its 
empleyees, big and little. The golden age 
has arrived }” 

Can this be possible? can it be that, 
whilst in Eorope and America every one 
cries poverty, there is only prosperity here 
in this land of Egypt, which scarcely twenty 
years ago was in a state of bankraptoy 
and, strange as it may eeem, not one of 
these men will speak to you of Bgypt, of 
ita history, of its artistic treasures, not 
one of them will advise you to visita 
moreum, & monument or a park. 

The Stock Exchange and cotton, these 
are the be-all and end-all of existence. If 

, by chance they do advise yon to go the 
theatre, it will not be because there is some- 
thing particularly good to be seen, but 
simply because ‘X receives £4,000 for three 
performances, and that the stones and jewels 
in the hair or roucrd tho necks of the élé- 
gantes represent a sum of £10,000,000 
sterling !” 

When he talks ootton or diamonda, your 
Alexandrian is a bit of a braggart. In a 
word, hie head is a money-box, and bis heart 
a purse, and they are toth crammed to 
repletion with bsnknotes. All the same he 
is a good fellow, pleasant, hospitable and 
generous. If he has the faults of the confirm- 
ed gambler he has also his good qoalities. 

As to hia batter-half, it is difficalt to 
jadge.. Admiration has perhaps blinded me, 
for tho “Alexandrine” is so pretty, so elegant, 
and so chic, that criticism is quite disarmed, 
One would have to travel far to find a 
town where there are 80 many young women 
whoee good looks and perfect elegance con- 
tinually charm the eye. It may be said, of 
course, that they are ahallow, that their 
dresses, their jewels, and especially their 
flirtations are of more interest to them than 
the graver questions of life; bat what does 
that matter when they are so charming, and 
80 delicionsly feminine? Certainly, we are far 
from the time when in Alexandria there was 
a famine of femininity either d’un monde on 
de l'autre.
